This is but another encouraging 
evidence of ‘the trend in the field 
of religious effort, despite the dis- 
couragements which beset every ef- 
fort toward. wide church unity—this 
disposition on the part of churches 
to work together even if there can 
be no.-general consolidation of 
creeds. The Protestants are, in this 
particular, proposal, but following 
the same general policy as that of 
the.

Government ownership ‘has de- 
prived Hoboken of: the business 
which. did come here, and would 
come here again if the piers were 
privately owned, because the Gov- 
ernment does not use the piers to 
their capacity ‘and has not rebuilt 
the two piers destroyed by fire in 
1921. 

Government ownership has caused 
a decrease in- population due to the 
enforced removal of longshoremen 
and other shipping employes, who 
must *go where they ean get work, 
with a consequent. reduction in all 
business in Hoboken. 

Government ownership has placed 
these piers, on which no taxes are 
paid or interest on investment 
earned, in competition with, privately 
owned piers that must bear not only 
their full burdens of taxation, but 
also their proportion of ‘the taxes 
which should be paid by. their tax- 
free Government owned competitors. 

The city has appealed to President 
Coolidge; to the War Department 
and the Shipping ‘Board, and while 
every one admits that a very grave 
injustice has been done, no remedial, 
steps have been taken and Hoboken 
‘is still suffering.
